Congresswoman Doris Matsui ignored pro- 
testers of the Iraq war Monday, as she dedicated 
a digital archive developed in memory of her late 
husband, Robert Matsui, inside the Special 
Collections and University Archives at 
Sacramento State. 

The archive is a collection of video clips, pho- 
tographs. and speeches that focus on Robert 
Matsui’s leadership in receiving reparations and 
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redress for Japanese Americans who were 
interned during World War II. 

The archive also has collections from Asian 
American newspapers that provide additional per- 
spective on the internment as well as diary entries 
and quotations from those interned at the time. 

Anti-war protesters gathered around the ded- 
ication holding signs, chanting and even singing 
at times to Matsui to vote against an increase in 
federal funding for the Iraq war. 

“(Matsui) needs to come out and say that she 
will vote against George Bush’s request for more

History has repeated itself as yet 
another Royal Chicano Air Force 
poster was vandalized in the 
University Library Gallery. Some 
fear the vandalism may have been 
ethnically motivated. 

Gallery Assistant Leslie Rivers 
said that the most recent case of van- 
dalism occurred on Feb. 7 and 
involved one student spitting on a 
piece of limited edition RCAF art- 
work, 

This incident could be considered 
mild compared to the vandalism that 
occurred in March, where two 


RCAF paintings were stolen, 
brought into a nearby men’s rest- 
room and stomped until both the 
frames and paintings were signifi- 
cantly damaged. Associate professor 
of art Ricardo Favela said that both 
crimes are equally destructive in his 
mind. 

“T want this issue investigated,” 
Favela said. “We still haven’t caught 
the two people responsible for the 
vandalism in March because the 
cameras in the gallery were either 
not clear from certain angles or were 
turned off altogether.” 

Rivers said that the poster that 
was spat on was on display. 
“Fortunately, the poster was not 
damaged (by the spit) because it was 


in a frame.” 

Rivers went on to say that 
although no physical damage was 
done, University Police and mem- 
bers of University Media Services 
are. investigating the incident as a 
potential hate crime. 

Attempts to contact campus 
police were unsuccessful as of press 
time. 

“Steve Sparks from University 
Media Services and a police officer 
reviewed the security tapes and 
believe that they have identified an 
individual ‘of interest,” Rivers said. 
“When I last spoke with Steve he 
was still tracking the person moving 
through the building on multiple 
cameras in order to obtain a clear 


view of his face.” 

Favela, owner of the vandalized 
artwork, said that he is a bit skeptical 
about both the seriousness and effec- 
tiveness of the investigation process. 

As one of the three founding 
members of the RCAF organization, 
which was established in the 1970s 
as a direct result of the Chicano 
struggle for equality, Favela wants 
people of every race, gender and eth- 
nicity to be treated equally. 

Favela went on and said that he 
considers both the most recent act of 
vandalism and the incident in March 
to be hate crimes. 

“This is absolutely a hate crime,” 
Favela said. “I am mortified that this

Women’s soccer team’s next season could be 
canceled, pending Student Affairs findings

Each member of the women’s soccer team will be suspended for one 
game next season as a result of events that occurred at a December 
“rookie” party, a player from the team told The State Hornet. 

The player, who spoke on the condition of anonymity, said the team 
will forfeit a game next season. She also said next season could be can- 
celed, pending an investigation by Student Affairs. 

“We have to wait for the whole investigation to go through until we 
find out the rest of our punishment,” she said on Monday in a telephone 
interview. 

Athletics Director Terry Wanless did not return calls from The State 
Hornet last week. Wanless was out of town on Tuesday for a Division I 
Football Championship Committee meeting in Albuquerque, N.M. A 
department spokesperson said no suspensions have been announced. 

A junior player said alcohol was at the party but that the new team 
members, who were dressed up in costumes, were not forced to drink. 

In the six photos that The State Hornet obtained of the party from the 
social networking website Facebook, it is not clear whether alcohol was 
involved. Only six out of the 26 players were of legal drinking age at the

Sacramento State got some love from university community mem- 
bers on Valentine’s Day when they gathered to mull over the principles 
that will guide its future. 

Twenty-four administration, faculty and staff members discussed’a 
drafted list of the university’s campus core values Wednesday at the 
California Suite in the University Union during an open meeting held by 
the Strategic Planning Council. 

“These values will ultimately drive other conversations,” Provost 
Joseph Sheley, who serves as the council chairman, said. “It sets the 
groundwork for specific planning at the unit levels.” 

Sheley said the draft statement of campus core values was developed 
over a series of nearly weekly council meetings during the fall semester, 
He said it is a revision to the university’s current strategic plan, which 
was originally written in 1996 and has undergone several revisions. 

“We haven’t thrown (the 1996 strategic plan) out yet,” Sheley said. 
“We’re revising it cosmetically to be a better instrument to help us make 
better decisions.” 

The draft statement of campus core values, which is available 
through the Strategic Planning Council’s website at csus.edu/spc, iden- 
tifies Sac State as “an institution of higher learning, a public institution 
in the California State University system, a comprehensive university, a 
metropolitan university and a destination campus.” A list of five to six 
values, ranging from intellectual freedom and breadth of academic 
offerings to an informed, engaged society and a vibrant campus life, fall 
under each identity. 
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“Josu Satadarine Hoan ,

ASI Graduate Director Joyce 
Davis said it would be a waste of 
ink to make double-sided posters, 
which was originally suggested by 
some board members. 

ASI Vice President of Academic 
Affairs Lynsie Hebert suggested 
that $2,000 at the most be imple- 
mented to the entire project. 

A motion to allow $2,000 for the 
AIRC 24-hour study lounge mar- 
keting and advertising was passed at 
the board meeting. 

“Tt looks like the (AIRC 24-hour 
study lounge is) going to be 
approved. Everything is looking 
good. Students want the program, 


Andrade said. 

Hebert added that the advertis- 
ing campaign needs to pick up its 
pace. “It can be approved before our 
next board meeting. It needs to be 
approved as soon as possible so that 
we can get the ball rolling,” she 
said. 

Campus Works Program is a 
program that deals with money for 
student employment. In order for 
the lounge to go into effect, the 
CWP funds need to be approved, 
Andrade said. 

The 24-hour study lounge was 
originally supposed to be estab- 
lished the first week of this semes- 
ter, but CWP was unable to meet 
during the fall semester.

Sheley said he believes the state- 
ment of campus core values, devel- 
oped by the Strategic Planning 
Council over the fall semester, will 
be the bedrock of principles that 
shapes decisions made by any uni- 
versity group. 

According to Sheley and other 
members — Faculty Senate Chair 
Michael Fitzgerald and Economics 
Department Chair Stephen Perez — 
all the different constituency groups 
of the campus community were 
tapped throughout the fall semester 
for ideas. The council also consid- 
ered the original Sac State strategic 
plan and plans from other universi- 


ties to derive the draft. 
Now that a draft is generated and 
ready for public feedback, 


Fitzgerald said two public meetings 
have been held — one on Wednesday 
and one on Feb, 13 — to get public 
reaction and suggestions to the core 
values. 

Though he agreed with the spirit 
and intent of the 1996 document, 
Sheley said it is lengthier, not as 
easy to follow and not as direct. 

“Tt just needs to be simply stated 
and user-friendly,’ Sheley said. 
“There’s a certain level of abstrac- 
tion needed because you don’t want 
to tie anybody’s hands.” 

Yet it was the lack of specific

wording that bothered some people. 

Professors Cristy Jensen, 
Maurine White and James Sobredo 
along with global education coordi- 
nator Monica Freeman were 
adamant about avoiding cliché lan- 
guage like “welcoming, supportive 
campus community” and advocated 
for the addition of intellectual dis- 
course and dialogue among the core 
values. 

“A welcoming atmosphere is not 
easy to project during times of plen- 
ty, but the freedom to talk about 
issues (is measurable),” Freeman 
said. 

Jensen said she wanted to see “a 
trusting environment for intellectual 
dialogue” listed among the values. 

“It’s the bedrock that allows us 
to work on other things,’ Jensen 
said. 

Said White: “Not just intellectu- 
al freedom but having a community 
of dialogue, That’s something rich 
and important. Something we can 
capitalize on.” 

Government Professor Jeffrey 
Lustig said he wanted to add 
“respect for different segments and 
their roles,” “commitment to stu- 
dents” and “defense of academic 
freedom” to the list of values. 

Others in attendance, like 
Pamela King, science educational 
equity coordinator, spoke in favor of 
adding a value of the workforce, 


partnerships and ensuring material 
resources to make help students suc- 
ceed, 

Many voiced their preference to 
change “an informed, engaged soci- 
ety” to “informed, engaged citi- 
zens.” 

Council member Perez said the 
council wrestled with the wording 
but felt society was inclusive of 
non-U.S. citizens. 

Sheley said the Strategic 
Planning Council will reconvene at 
some point to sift through the feed- 
back and figure out where things 
need to be edited and that he is more 
excited about what happens after the 
statement of campus core values is 
accepted and finalized. 

“The most exciting conversa- 
tions are going to be at the next level 
when people actually need to use 
and apply these,” he said. 

Formed in spring 2006, the 
Strategic Planning Council made up 
of staff, student, faculty and admin- 
istration representatives whose 
duties include reviewing and rec- 
ommending plans and action priori- 
ties to campus President Alexander 
Gonzalez, according to the council’s 
website. 

“We had a really good cross-sec- 
tion of the campus community,” 
Fitzgerald said of the Strategic 
Planning Council’s diverse mem- 
bership. “I don’t think there’s any- 


one not represented.” 

Currently, two empty seats are 
waiting to be filled: an ASI-elected 
student liaison to fill a seat left 
empty when former ASI President 
Angela Arriola resigned in January 
and a member of the outside com- 
munity who will most likely be an 
alumnus, Sheley said. 

“We're taking it to the commu- 
nity. We’re targeting all the con- 
stituencies (of the university) with 
these meetings,” Fitzgerald said. 
“Faculty, staff and students are wel- 
come.” 

Of the 24 people who attended 
the meeting, none were students. 

Other than the event announce- 
ment posted on the Sac State web- 
site, Sheley said in an interview 
after the Wednesday meeting that 
several of those who attended were 
notified by e-mail as well. Students 
were sent a similar notice via 
SacLink. 

“IT don’t know why students 
weren’t there but they were certain- 
ly welcome,” he said of the 
Wednesday meeting.

Continued from A1 
time of the party. 

In one photo, eight new mem- 
bers are dressed in costume, includ- 
ing a freshman defender wearing a 
cardboard box, with a flap in the 
front of the crotch area stating “Lift 
Here.” Two players are wearing 
sombreros. A penis and testicles are 
drawn on the throat of a redshirt for- 
ward, and a freshman goalkeeper 
and a freshman midfielder are wear- 
ing yellow headbands with “Sarah’s 
bitch” written on them. All players 
had ink writing on their faces. 

Former midfielder Katie 
Rorabaugh, who transferred to 
Azusa Pacific University, said on 
Feb. 12 that the idea to dress up in 
costumes and draw on each other 
were not the freshmen’s. 

The player who spoke to The 
State Hornet on Monday said the 
Athletics Department doesn’t pro- 
vide a clear definition of hazing. 

“(They) just said, “Don’t do it. 
Don’t do anything near it,” she 
said. “I think we’ve learned a les- 
son. We’re never going to do any- 
thing close to it again, because we 
don’t want any of our games taken 
away or even a season, if it comes 
down to that.” 

President Alexander Gonzalez 
said he has not directly been 
involved with the investigation but 
that it is being managed well. 

“It is being handled appropriate- 
ly by. Student Affairs and the 
Athletics Director,’ Gonzalez said 
via e-mail on Saturday, adding that 
he could not respond to the situation 
until a resolution has been made. 

Director of Student Conduct 
Leonard Valdez of Student Affairs 
said on Monday that he could not 
comment on whether the events 
were deemed as hazing and that he 
has not penalized the team. 

“Thaven’t acted on any informa- 
tion that has come to me and won’t 
until there has been a determination 
made on my part,” Valdez said in a 
telephone interview. 

Valdez was shown two photos of 
the December party on Feb. 8 and 
said the photos could potentially be 
considered hazing but that he need- 
ed to know the context of the event. 

Valdez said he will determine 
whether the team, violated student 
conduct codes based on policies set 
by the CSU trustees. 

According to the California 
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Education Code, hazing includes 
any initiation activity by members 
of a student organization likely to 
cause physical or mental harm. Even 
if a student willingly submits to the 
action, the activity is still hazing. 

“Neither the express or implied 
consent of a victim of hazing, nor 
the lack of active participation while 
hazing is going on is a defense,” the 
code states. 

The player who spoke to The 
State Hornet on Monday said dress- 
ing in costume was a choice and 
that she allowed other players to 
draw on her body with markers. 

“T think they should find that it is 
not hazing because I enjoyed it, and 
I was supposedly being hazed,” the 
player said. 

Big Sky Commissioner Doug 
Fullerton said the conference does- 
n’t take a philosophical position on 
hazing that differs from those listed 
by the NCAA and the universities. 
Fullerton said he read the Tuesday 
story posted on the website but that 
he hadn’t spoken with anyone at 
Sacramento State. 

He said the photos were worth 
investigating. 

“Tt would really lead one to 
believe that they better look into it,” 
Fullerton said in a telephone inter- 
view. “Who knew? Who didn’t 
know? Who did this? Were they 
told? Was hazing described to 
them? Did they have a class on it? 

“I don’t know the answers to any 
of those questions, so for me to say, 
“Yes, it is hazing; yes, this is some- 
thing. It should be punishable.’ I 
don’t know that. I wouldn’t know 
that unless I were investigating it. If 
you're asking me if pictures like that 
could that be hazing? Yeah, it could.” 

Fullerton said if an investigation 
concludes that players were hazed, 
upperclassmen could face punish- 
ments ranging from education on haz- 
ing to season cancellation and that 
freshmen could even be punished. 

Said Fullerton: “In a case where 
you’ ve all been told there will be no 
hazing incidents of any kind, and 
some of the people on the team, say, 
‘We're not going to listen to him. 
We're going to have a party and 
we're going to do hazing.’ The peo- 
ple who are going to be hazed say, 
‘Sounds like fun, We're going to go 
along with it.’ Are they just as com- 
plicit? Possibly.”

Hornet’s website questioned 
whether the events were considered 
hazing since no one was injured. 

Valdez said the university takes 
cases that could be considered haz- 
ing even when there is no harm 
done. 

“We try to catch it early so that 
we don’t have an incident where 
someone does get hurt,” Valdez 
said. “No one does things where 
they purposely set out to hurt some- 
one,” he said, noting the death of 
Matthew Carrington, a former 
Chico State student. Carrington 
died as a result of drinking exces- 
sive amounts of water. 

“Tt was not something that peo- 
ple thought could present a danger 
to someone,” Valdez said about the 
Chico incident. “Obviously, that 
was wrong. We don’t know outside 
any situation how a person’s body 
might react to alcohol, all sorts of 
things.” 

When Wanless saw the photos 
from the Hornet on Feb. 8, he could 
not confirm whether the events 
proved to be hazing, but he did say 
it could be deemed inappropriate. 

“Not having seen these before, I 
don’t really want to comment one 
way or the other,’ Wanless said. 
“Obviously, they would be inappro- 
priate. No question about that. 
Whether this is considered hazing is 
obviously a different route.” 

Valdez said the university is not 
out to act as “big brother” and stop 
students from having a good time 
but that his department does look at 
cases that are brought to them. 

“We’re not trying to take away 
people’s fun. I don’t have a 
Facebook. I’m not looking at 
Facebooks. I’m not looking for 
these things,” Valdez said. “But 
when things come forward, they 
will hear from us.” 

Valdez said people need to be 
aware that websites such as 
Facebook are considered open 
forums and that students who vio- 
late student conduct policies should 
grow from their punishments. 

“Tn terms of the whole concept 
of student conduct code, it’s to 
allow students to grow from that 
experience and make changes of 
their behavior,” Valdez said.

“In a lecture setting the laptops 
can be very useful,” Chemistry 
Professor Cynthia Kellen-Yuen 
said. “I don’t mind students bring- 
ing them to class, except for test 
days.” 

Other professors prohibit laptop 
use for their classes right out of the 
gate. 

James Shoch, a government pro- 
fessor, prohibits laptops and out- 
lines it in his course syllabus that 
states, “NO: LAPTOPS — a clever 
way to look attentive while e-mail- 
ing your friends or surfing the 
Internet.” Shoch requires his stu- 
dents to take notes the old-fashioned 
way. 

As Sac State has improved wire- 
less access on campus so that stu- 
dents can surf the Internet more effi- 
ciently, many students take advan- 
tage of Internet access during class 
hours. 

Students merely need a SacLink 
account to log onto the Sac State 
network. From there, they can be 
downloading music and searching 
MySpace — an instructor’s worst 
nightmare. 

Math Professor Martin Hauser, 
who has taught at Sac State since 
1995, prohibits laptop use in- his 


class not only because they can be 
distracting, but also because they 
are not practical for his class. 

“I do not allow laptops because 
they do not provide any advantage 
over graphic calculators,” he said. 

Adam Throne is an undeclared 
major who has been at Sac State for 
four years. He admitted to using his 
laptop for personal use occasionally, 
but said that it is used more for 
school business than for pleasure. 

English major Kerry Phillips 
said laptops are not always useful. 
“I bring it depending on the situa- 
tion. For lectures it is useful, but I 
don’t use it for general class discus- 
sions,” Phillips said. 

In addition, some students bring 
PDAs or Palm Pilots to campus. 

Still, students may not be as sly 
about their in-class Internet usage as 
they think they are. 

“I will receive e-mails from my 
students and I can tell from the time 
stamp that they are doing it in class, 
and that leads me to believe they are 
using the Internet for personal use 
during class time,” Associate 
Professor of Anthropology David 
Zeanah said. 

Students who are unsure about 
an individual professor’s policy 
toward laptops in the classroom can 
always clarify it with the instructor,

Zeanah said. 

English Lecturer Jeanne 
Rodgers said that she normally does 
not allow students to bring laptops 
to class unless they ask her permis- 
sion first. 

Still, not all students are fond of 
the wave of technology in the class- 
room. 

John Moreno is a second year 
government major who is fed up 
with laptops in the classroom. 

“Tt’s a distraction,” he said. “It’s 
annoying. If you sit in the back, you 
can have three or five laptops in 
front of you, all with different 
screens. You are not trying to be 
nosy, but the screens are all in front 
of you and it is difficult not to look. 
The sound of the typing can be irri- 
tating as well.” 

Government and criminal justice 
major Bryan Moore said he normal- 
ly does not bring his laptop to class 
because it gets in the way. He said 
that many of his classmates surf the 
Internet during class, but he uses his 
laptop strictly for school use when 
he brings it. 

Family and social issues instruc- 
tor Ann Moylan has been at Sac 
State for more than 20 years. She 
sees the value of laptops. 

“T wish every student had a lap- 
top,” Moylan said. “If I see a stu- 
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dent being distracted by a laptop I | 
will take action, but I was not hired | 


to police the students. This is adult 
education, students must take 
responsibility for themselves.” 

Destination 2010, Sac State’s 
initiative to make the campus a des- 
tination campus over the next sever- 
al years, includes adding wireless 
access across campus and “smart 
classrooms.” 
is about 90 percent covered with 
wireless Internet. 

“Smart classrooms” have

Robert Matsui served 13 con- 
secutive terms as a representative 
for the fifth Congressional District 
of California from 1978 until his 
death in 2005. 

Work on the archive began 
shortly after Robert Matsui’s death, 
and the California State Library as 
well as the California Civil Liberties 
Public Education Program provided 
most of the funding. 

Matsui was born in Sacramento 
in 1941, and his family was moved 
between several internment camps 
before returning to Sacramento in 
May of 1945. 

The archive dedication held 
Monday was the 65th anniversary of 
President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt’s executive order that 
authorized the removal and intern- 
ment of 120,000 Japanese- 
Americans from the west coast 
states,

UNDER THE MICROSCOPE 


e State Hornet received plenty of criticism 
for the article published in last week’s news- 
paper regarding the behavior of the women’s 
soccer team. Those who viewed the party, as pure, 
innocent fun and blame The State Hornet for being 
crashers of this so-called bonding activity should 
step back and reevaluate what is known. Would you 
allow someone to do draw male genitalia on your 
face if you were in a role of leadership? 

Whether it be athletics, Greeks, student govern- 
ment or The State Hornet, we all take on leadership 
roles at this university and must remember that 
those roles come with strings attached. Each mem- 
ber of these groups benefits by being a member of 
a student organization. 

Greeks benefit through national and local ties to 
specific alumni, student government members get 
access to a large hunk of student fees, newspaper 
staff members are privy to unique information and 
sources that the community at large often can’t 
obtain, and athletes take student money to play a 
sport in the uniform of our school. These groups 
take these benefits at the cost of being a leader and 
under the eye of the campus community. 

We recognize that college students have fun, but 
if questionable content shows up in a public place, 
such as a website, we’ll look into. Don’t shoot the 
messenger. 

Hazing can be unclear, especially when laughs, 
funky costumes and dance competitions are 
involved. It can often seem like nothing but pure 
fun. And what’s an athlete to think when the student 
athlete handbook details no set punishment for vio- 
lating the hazing policy? 

As the Big Sky Conference commissioner said, 
almost anything could happen to the women’s soc- 
cer team. Players could be suspended (which will 
happen), games could be forfeited, a season could 
be canceled and coaches could be fired. Student 
organizations are no different. 

Tom Carroll, program advisor for Student 
Activities, said with any rule violation by a student 
organization, there is an investigation, but no set 
punishment. Only the investigation would be able 
to determine whether the allegations presented are 
acts of hazing. 

It goes without saying, women would not walk 


around in public with penis drawings on their faces 
because it is ridiculous and demeaning. 

“When you see ‘marking up’ that is something 
you definitely want to look into. It takes an investigation 
to try and understand what’s going on,” Carroll said. 

All student groups on campus need to be 
addressed with the same treatment and or punish- 
ment when in violation and neither party should be 
dismissed. 

However, it is understandable that the severity of 
the consequences depends on the individual’s par- 
ticipation within the investigation and also depends 
on the individual situation. 

Leonard Valdez, director of Student Conduct, 
said each case is different and must be decided on.a 
case-by-case basis because there are certain factors 
used to determine the validity of an allegation. 
Direct testimony, witnesses, physical evidence, 
police material are factors that are considered dur- 
ing an investigation. 

“(For any allegation regarding hazing) I'll deter- 
mine if there is a case because this is an allegation 
which we are investigating. And if there is a case, 
it’s made known to the appropriate parties any- 
where from the athletics department to the (Student | 
Affairs) vice president’s office,” Valdez said. 

According to the policy manual, “Hazing is any 
act whether physical, mental, emotional, or psycho- 
logical, that subjects another person, voluntarily or 
involuntarily, to conduct that may abuse, mistreat, 
degrade, humiliate, harass or intimidate the person, 
or which may in any fashion compromise the inherent 
dignity of the person.” 

A student shouldn’t have to die before hazing 
becomes an issue. By the same token, the women’s 
soccer team shouldn’t be punished any harsher sim- 
ply because a “rookie” party became public. 

(Athletics) knows everyone (has rookie parties), 
but we’re the only one in the eye, so we’re getting 
busted for it,” a women’s soccer player, who spoke 
on the condition of anonymity, told The State 


Hornet. “We’re being made the example because of | 


all of the hype that’s gone on about it.” 

So, let’s develop a framework for punishment by 
Student Affairs and athletics for hazing cases. The 
standards needn’t be rigid, but they should give stu- 
dents examples if they make a bad choice.

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‘Harmless’ hazing could lead to penalties 


e boo birds and the cheering 
sections have made their 
voices heard on the statehor- 
net.com forums, and the sentiment 
that I gather from the gallery is, 
“Why does this matter?” or “No one 
was hurt; this is harmless.” 

The amount of physical and psy- 
chological harm accrued to the 
members of the women’s soccer 
team is debatable, the issue of haz- 
ing is more complex than any one 
set of pictures, than any one group 
that could possibly be scapegoated 
as a reaction against hazing. It is an 
issue that has been inadequately 
defined and inadequately combated. 

The women’s soccer team party 
was newsworthy and worth corre- 
lating to hazing, due to three things: 
One, the party was a “freshman 
party” where freshmen were 
instructed on how to behave by 
“upperclassmen”, distinctions creat- 
ed by the university; Two, the party 
was held by the women’s soccer 
team, a coalition not only created, 
but institutionalized by the universi- 
ty; Three, the photos were put into 
the public sector as a representation 
of the Women’s soccer team. 

One and two show that the 


women’s soccer team used distinc- 
tions made by the University to cre- 
ate a hegemonic power structure, 
where freshmen were members of a 
subsidiary group and the upper- 
classmen represented the predomi- 
nant one. The freshmen were asked 
to take part in activities by members 
of the upperclassmen.portion of the 
team for unknown reasons. 

We can infer that the freshmen 
would not have drawn male geni- 
talia around their mouths without 
some influence from the other party, 
and even if they had been inclined to 
do so, why would only the freshmen 
take a part in seditious acts? Why 
not the whole team, democratically? 

Now, personally, I do not believe 
that the upperclassmen abused their 
power to the point of causing psy- 
chological, sociological or physical 
scarring. The claim could be made, 
just from the photos, that socializing 
drawings of male genitalia has an 
inherent psychological effect that 
could seem harmful for the girls, but 
I believe that symbols don’t have 
inherent meaning: the context gives 
them meaning. 

So let me just say this: I don’t 
believe the women’s soccer team 
harmed their freshmen colleagues. 


But, as I will explore, 
harm is not all that 
defines hazing; even 
this kind of “harm- 
less’ hazing sets 
precedence for peo- 
ple to be harmed in 
the future. 

If harm is all that defines hazing, 
then we will have to wait until 
someone dies or is hospitalized 
before a reaction can be made and 
the reaction by the school will 
always be temporary and, more 
often than not, will only lead to 
scapegoating the offending club or 
organization. 

But here’s the problem: If hazing 
is just harm, why not just call it 
assault? Why do we feel the need to 
give it a new name? 

It is because hazing acts in a par- 
ticular way, in particular groups 
associated with the university that 
use symbols integral to the educa- 
tional system. These symbols are 
then used to form hegemonic power 
structures that, if those up high 
choose to abuse them, can create sit- 
uations where the subjugated mem- 
bers of the group can be put in 
harm’s way, and that same power 
that wasn’t used in a harmful man- 






ner in one sit- 
uation may 
be used to 
fatal effects 
in the next. 
peor 
hegemonic 
power 
structure is what is wrong, and is 
what causes the problems that lead 
to harm. No one should be caste into 
a subgroup where their success 
depends upon obeying an unregulat- 
ed, unchecked group of superiors. 
The university creates the labels 
freshman, sophomore, junior and 
senior, and yet, groups formed by 
the university are able to create class 
distinctions based on their labels, 
and then form unequal social groups 
with their own vocabulary, their 
own distinctions? The university 
sees itself as an egalitarian, all-inclu- 
sive, none exclusive system, yet it 
has been careless to see unequal sys- 
tems within its own jurisdiction. 
Why? Because the educational 
system has been reactionary to haz- 
ing and not clearly defining hazing, 
only seeing the consequence and not 
the motive. It is my belief that both 
need to be taken into account inside 
the definition of hazing, and from 
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there, within the law against hazing, 
and from there, in the upholding of 
the law against hazing. 

Otherwise? We'll have to wait 
until tragedy strikes to act and the reac- 
tion will always prove to be insufficient. 

One more thing, about the 
Greeks on the State Hornet forum 
who seem to be bragging about the 
women’s soccer team’s peril: there 
are specific reasons for the Greek 
system being the favorite child of 
hazing, and some of them are 
thrown at them unjustly and some of 
them are justly. 

The Greeks use “pledges” and 
“rushes” to name those on the bot- 
tom of the power structure, distin- 
guish between “il bro/sis” and “big 
bro/sis” to solidify this structure, 
they basically create their own lan- 
guage to institutionalize their norms. 
And this language allows for a level 
of secrecy, or at least, for others to 
be unfamiliar with these practices. 

However, the Greek system, like 
the sports teams, cannot exist with- 
out the support of the university sys- 
tem. And, if anything, the Greeks 
have historically had more freedom 
to do what they pleased with 
pledges and rushes precisely 
because they had that language 


divide and that enclosed society, 
which gave the members in powet 


more authority than a sports team,’ 


which has numerous coaches for 
every team, has scheduled games 
and are always in the public eye. ~ 

So when Greek systems abuse 
their hegemonic power and cause 
death, the leash tightens more, but 


that’s because the leash on Greek’ 
organizations has more slack. That ’ 


is, until the last 15 years. Now theré 
are Greek advisers who are serious 


about making sure groups are in line’ 


and when abuses are discovered, 
groups are locked down. 
For right or wrong, I don’t know. 


Certainly, the focus on their organi<’ 


zations has also taken the attention’ 


away from the well-funded, highly 


publicized sports teams. But like I 
said: the Greek system has faced scruti= 
ny for both just and unjust reasons. 
Hopefully, when more people 
realize what the women’s soccer 
team (and according to some Hornet 
Forum responses, other sports teams 
that do “much worse”) and the 
Greeks have in common, we cari 


solve the problems of both. H

Virgin birth, 
a fairy tale 








G GFaith power Le 
works won- 
ders.” That is 

a line that I hear 
from my father 
almost every 
time I talk to 
him. I do agree 
that the power of faith can “work 
wonders.” However, over the 
past couple years I have chal- 
lenged many assumptions I had 
about faith as it pertains to reli- 
gion, particularly Christianity. 

I have never been anything 
close to a devout believer, but 
having been raised Catholic, I 
held on to a few core beliefs of 
the faith. I still believed in Jesus 
as savior, the Virgin Mary’s 
Immaculate Conception and 
birth of Jesus Christ and the pres- 
ence of an all knowing, omnis- 
cient God. It wasn’t until I took 
an early western civilization 
class that I realized that the few 
religious beliefs I still clung onto 
were probably wrong. 

I was somewhat embarrassed 
after thinking to myself, “Why 
did it take me so long to chal- 
lenge these things I held as truth 
for so long?” One belief in par- 
ticular that I let go of was the 
notion of the Virgin Mary’s 
Immaculate Conception of Jesus 
Christ. 

My western civilization pro- 
fessor told us that there was a 
discrepancy between the early 
Greek Bible and the translations 
from the Dead Sea Scrolls. The 
unearthed Dead Sea Scrolls are 
15,000 papyrus documents found 
in a cave in Qumran, Israel in 
1947. These scrolls contain text 
of the Hebrew bible and are writ- 
ten in Hebrew, Aramaic and 
Greek. 

The dates when they were 
composed range from the first 
century BCE to 68 CE, however 
certain documents and collec- 
tions have dates ranging from 
300 BCE to 60 CE. 

The discrepancy lies in the 
word meaning “virgin” in the 
early Greek Bible. After translat- 
ing the Dead Sea Scrolls, they 
reveal that this was a mistransla- 
tion: The original Hebrew word 
from the scrolls simply meant 
young woman. Needless to say, I 
was rather surprised and thought 
to myself that 2,000 years of 
believing in the notion of virgin 
birth was shattered. 

However, there was no com- 
motion, no upheaval and no 
denouncing of Christianity. I 
then thought to myself that possi- 


bly this small 
exaggeration 
didn’t have much 
effect on the 
Christian canon. 
However, the 

whole idea 
behind the con- 
cept of the virgin birth is that 
Jesus was born without sin. So, 
any idea challenging the virgin 
birth is challenging Jesus’ “clean 
slate.” But to me, it’s like saying 
that the Beatles didn’t write any 
of their songs and lip-synced 
their live performances. 

So enough with the history 
lesson, what does all this mean? 
Well, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that the “Immaculate 
Conception” concept is com- 
pletely false despite the fact that 
billions of people have thought 
the opposite for about 2,000 
years. 

Why after this discovery 
would anyone still believe in the 
Immaculate Conception? I guess 
I underestimated what my dad 
has been telling me; faith is a 
very powerful thing. 

Why is it then, did we all 
grow up believing the George 
Washington “cherry tree myth” 
but then discover years down the 
road that it was a complete fabri- 
cation. Why were people able to 
dispel that myth with empirical 
historical evidence, but not dis- 
pel the myth of the Virgin Mary’s 
Immaculate Conception and 
birth of Jesus Christ using empir- 
ical historical evidence?

s junior pole vaulter Daniel 
Imlach trained for the Husky 
Classic in Seattle, he doesn’t 
do much actual pole vaulting. 

Instead, he runs sprints, finds 
which size pole vault to. use, and does 
cone drills to improve timing and tech- 
nique. 

“The small things are what I try to 
motivate them with -- it’s really easy 
to be excited about jumping, but actual 
vaulting in practice is minimal,” said 
Terry Van Laningham, pole vault 
coach and director of championships 
and recruiting coordinator. 

Imlach broke his own school 


record, giving him an NCAA provi- 
sional mark in the pole-vault. His 
mark is 12th in the country and the 
best in the Big Sky Conference this 
year. 

The Hornets have already set six 
new school records and earned 21 
qualifying marks for the Big Sky 
Championships this season. 

“This is our best start in my four 
years here,” said Director of Track 
and Field and Cross Country Kath- 
leen Raske. “On paper we*are*one 
of the best squads in Division.” 


Coach Raske’s philosophy is to, 


put the team before individual statis- 
tics. 

“We are a close team, we want to 
see each other succeed,” Imlach said. 

Imlach’s best friend on the team, 
senior thrower David Nichols, knows 
all about success. 

Nichols has been an all-American 
two seasons in a row, and has won 


three Big Sky Championships in the 
shot put. : 

Nichols and Imlach are both from 
Redding, Calif. Nichols attended En- 
terprise High and Imlach went to West 
Valley High. Both graduated in 2003.. 

The two knew each other, but they 
did not become best friends until about 
a year ago. 

“Us being down here coming from 
the north state, you know that not

The Sacramento State track and 
field and cross country team has 
found a new spirit this year. 

Five school records were bro- 
ken last meet alone, and have earned 
the Hornets notoriety as one of the 
best programs in the Big Sky Con- 
ference. 

For the men, junior Jeffrey Pane- 
da, junior Jody Johnson and sopho- 
more Dominic Vogl each broke their 


own school records. Paneda broke 
his mile time set earlier this year by 
four seconds at 4:12.64. Johnson 
ran a blazing 6.76 in the 60-meter 
dash, the fastest in the Big Sky this 
season. Vogl ran 8:38.35 in the 3k, 
breaking his old time by three sec- 
onds. 

For the women, freshman Eric- 
ka Violett smashed the previous pole 
vault record by nearly a foot with a 
mark of 12-06.00. Senior Michelle 
Garcia ran a 10:00.06 in the 3K, 
breaking the prior record by four

Hornet gymnastics team 
shares its stories of broken 
bones and sore bruises

Ashlei Baker had to pop her shoulder 
back into place prior to practice, during 
practice and after practice. 

After joining the Hornets, Baker said 
she had to pop her shoulder back into 
place often and so, along with coaches, 
she decided to red shirt and undergo sur- 
gery. 

She had the surgery on Jan. 4 and her 
arm had been held by a sling, which was 
removed on Feb. 4. 

“T couldn’t lift my arm higher than 90 
degrees,” she said. 

Baker is a freshman on the Sacramen- 
to State gymnastics team. She competes in 
the all-around event, but was recruited for 
vault, and joined the Hornets with an ex- 
isting shoulder injury. 

Other gymnasts on the Sac State team 
have been placed on the injured list and 
missed competitions due to surgeries and 


minor injuries. 

Some are ready to get back to doing 
what they do best — helping the Hornets de- 
fend their Western Athletic Conference 
title. 

Gymnastics athletic trainer Lindsey 
McEuen said that gymnastics is a unique 
sport and a gymnast can get a number of 
different injuries. 

She said there are acute and chronic in- 
Juries. Sprains, strains, and fractures are ex- 
amples of acute injuries, where chronic 
injuries are tendinis and overuse. 

Baker said she tore her labrum in her 
shoulder about a year and half ago while 
competing for her high school and instead 
of undergoing surgery, she decided to bear 
the pain and compete. 

“I was taking a hit for the team,” she 
said. “I was being strong and working 
through the pain.” 

Baker said she felt like she had to com- 
pete through her pain since the team had 
made it to state. 

Baker is slowly working to get back in 
shape, but she said she isn’t even able to 
run. 
Baker wishes she could be there for 
the team, but understands she’ be a bet- 
ter asset to the team now that she’s gone 


through surgery. 

“Next year, P'll be healthier,” she said. 

Some of the injured girls were pledged 
to sit on the sidelines prior to the start of the 
season, but after speedy recoveries, some 
are ready to compete. 

Nicole Giao, a junior who sprained 
her ankle just before the Alaska double- 
meet was forced to sit on the sidelines for 
roughly four weeks. 

She competed for the first time in four 
weeks on bean and vault during the Seat- 
tle Pacific game on Feb. 9, where the Hor- 
nets took home a 191.9-191.550 victory. 

“Tt feels good to be getting back out 
there,” she said. “It sucked to be on the 
sidelines.” 

Her ankle hasn’t fully healed and she 
feels a bit of pain, but not enough to 
continue sitting out. 

“There’s always going to be some pain, 
but (I) work through it,” she said. 

Coach Kim Hughes said Giao is trying 
to get back her floor spot. 

“There is a lot more pressure on the an- 
kle (during a floor routine because of the) 
three tumbling passes,” he said.

She said since she is graduating, 
next year will be her final season and 
her goal is to be able to compete for 
Sac State. 

“You learn a lot about your team- 
mates and life outside of gymnas- 
tics,” she said. 

McCarter-Ribakoff has been 
working on the beam, but can’t do 
any dismounts.

port myself.” 

Gonzalez is now a professional at two-day school weeks. 
He’s been cramming 15 or more units into his schedule for a year 
and said he really doesn’t know any other way to do it. His goal 
is to get out of college in a reasonable amount of time without 
having to spend too much money doing it. 

I’m sure you know at least one of these students or maybe 
you are one of these students. With schedules like this it’s not 
unusual to end up sitting through seven hours or more of class 
both of the days you’re on campus. This makes for a full sched- 
ule and very full days. 

There are many benefits that come with being on campus 
only two days per week. You have five other days of the week 
to work, study, run errands, go to appointments and it saves gas. 

Many students like fitting their classes into two days, that’s 
part of the “commuter college” appeal. Two days per week 
means that you can have a life outside of school. This is great 
for people who are already in the work world and are coming 


. back to school to finish their degrees or even for students who 


are working while earning their first degree because it gives more 
flexibility with work hours.

It provides a network of hosts 
worldwide who are willing to pro- 
vide free accommodation to travel- 
ers needing a place to stay. “Surfers” 
(the site’s term for guests) can per- 
form a search on the site, based on 
whichever region they will be visiting, 
and determine which hosts in the area 
appear to be the most suitable for 
them. 

Membership to the site is free. 
Both hosts and surfers create profiles 
on the site to provide personal infor- 
mation, as well as to set the terms 
they require prior to entering into an 
arrangement with another party.

The website’s users are encour- 
aged to post their prior experiences 
with CouchSurfing on their profiles.

Brauer’s trepidation was short- 
lived, and he no longer requires pre- 
liminary meetings. “I figured that it 
wouldn’t be very practical for a crim- 
inal to use the website as a way to 
rob or mug people.” 

Still, the site does offer a handful 
of safety tips for both hosts and 
surfers. These include carefully ex- 
amining profiles for anything vague or 
suspicious, asking for identification to 
verify that the person is who he or 
she claims to be, or Emailing a pho- 
to of the person to a friend prior to the 
arrangement. 

Many hosts, such as Brauer, enjoy 
playing the role of tour guide for their 
surfers. “About 50 percent of the 
surfers want an experience that they 
can’t find in a guide book,” Brauer 
said. “They don’t want the typical 
tourist experience, but (want) to live 
as a local lives.”

reason why AIRC is always 
crowded is because the rules 
differ from other labs. In 
AIRC, talking and eating are 
allowed. 

“Usually there is a rush 
and a long line around noon 
midweek but after that it slows down. 
There is also word about a new lab in 
the Union but it’s just a rumor and is 
not yet confirmed,” Truong said. 

Truong said he feels many stu- 
dents are just not aware of the re- 
sources Sac State has to offer. He said 
that not having a laptop shouldn’t de- 
prive any student of being able to 
work and for those who do have them, 
upgraded wireless is located all over 
campus. 

Truong said, “People don’t take 
full advantage of SacLink. Most peo- 
ple think that it is just a user name 
and password to log onto CASPER to 
register for classes. 

In fact, there are many things that 
it has to offer. With a SacLink ac- 
count you get a free e-mail address 
and account, free 20 hours of dialup 
Internet, 50 megabytes of server space 
and a U-drive.” 

Many teachers use SacLink to 
send e-mails to their students and in- 
formative monthly bulletins or letters 
are often sent to SacLink accounts. 
The 20 hours of dial-up Internet is 
accessible from home for those who 
do not have Internet access. 

The 50 megabytes of server space 
means that there is space to save all 
types of documents and can be ac- 
cessible from any computer, which 
is saved on the U-drive. 

“By visiting SacLink on the web, 
there is also an option to change your 
SacLink e-mail address to your per-

times at the computer labs 


sonal e-mail so that all messages get 
forwarded to your normal account,” 
Truong said. 

There are many prerequisites re- 
garding the computer resources on 
campus that could benefit many stu- 
dents. Often there are express print 
stations so that students do not have to 
wait in line to simply print a docu- 
ment. When choosing to print a doc- 
ument, it is available at any printer 
in any lab around campus. So if a stu- 
dent clicks “print” on a computer in 
the AIRC lab, two hours later he can 
go into Mendicino 2003 and print 
that document. Print jobs stay on the 
server for up to four hours. 

Also, for those who own laptops, 
there is a program available to down- 
load so print jobs can be sent to print- 
ers in the labs. With this program, in- 
stead of sending something to an 
e-mail then opening it up on a com- 
puter in the lab to print, a student can 
automatically print from his or her 
laptop. 

Another benefit for students is that 
five dollars is provided on each One- 
Card every semester. This money can 
be used to print documents in the 
computer labs. Many students think 
that the money will carry over every 
semester if it is not used, but it clears 
at the end of the semester. 

Randy Luna, a health science ma- 
jor, carries his laptop with him to 
school most days. 

“My laptop is convenient for me, 
especially when it’s my registration 
time and J happen to be in class. It re- 
ally comes in handy at those times,” 
Luna said. “But usually I don’t need 
it much. If I knew about all of these re- 
sources earlier in my college career I 
would have definitely taken advantage 
of them, but I was never informed.” 

Lunasaid he believes that mostly 
freshmen and sophomores are clueless 
about these assets. 

“Tt is important that students are in- 
formed about these things,” Truong 
siad. “T think that freshman should 
be notified about it at orientation at 
least. All the information that students 
need to know is on line, if they knew 
to go there they would know. I didn’t 
know about the labs and resources 
until I started working here.”
